At one point, eleven thousand feet 
abo ve sea level from which several

They might be 
jubbed Chromatic, or Spectrum 
Lakes, because they are variously 
called Red, Purple and Blue Lake. 
At sunrise and sunset they take on 
the colors for which they are named. 
One of them rises and falls as if it 
were breathing and scientists 
searching for yvoleanic or glacial in- 
fluences to explain the phenomenon,
